NAPLES.—Lately suicides have increased in a frightful manner ong t 
Swiss troops, In the single night of Saturday throe Setis sentinel pinta ty 
the vicinity of the Bourbon Museum, committed suicide in the space of a quar- 
ter of an hour, by discharging their muskets in their mouths. From the iavesti- 
gations which were made into the matter, there is every reason to believe that 
thej three soldiers had agreed to deprive themselves of life at the same time. 
This year five other Swiss scldiers were condemned to be shot, and all under- 
went execution with sang-froid, and even expressing their pleasure to die. 
Others have committed acts of insubordination expressty to incur the capital 

enalty ; but this being known, they were condemned to the galleys for lite. 
They complained bitterly of this, and said that they had failed in their object. 
Uhe disgust of life which seems to exist among the Swiss troops of our garrison 
is attributed to the animadversion to which they are subjected by the people of 
Naples, which has taken hatred against ail foreigners, and especially the 
Austrians, under which denomination it comprises all Germans without апу 
exception, 

‘TUsCANY.— On the 5th instant a grand demonstration was made at Florence to 
celebrate the formation of the National Guard. ‘I'he people assembled before 
the windows of the Grand Duke to thank him for the grant, and bands of musi- 
clans traversed the city, which was illuminated at night. The enthusiasm was 
general, A monster feast was to take place on the 8th at Leghorn, where a 
grand banquet was to be given in commemoration of the decree of the National 
Guard, The ladies were on that occasion to wear the national colours. 

Consica.—A dreadful example of vengeance bas just been given at Aulleria, 
in Corsica, A poor but beautiful girl, named Lilla lanfranchi, had been se- 
duced by Pietro Desanti, the son of a rich proprietor, Lilla was. constantly 
calling on her lover to perform his promise of marriage, when she suddenly 
heard that he was about to be united to a rich heiress 1n the neighbourhood, 
She swore that she would bave revenge, and loading a fowling-piece with three 
balls, she lay wait for her betrayer near his residence. When he appeared she 
fired at him, aud shot him dead, She then fled to the mountains, and bas 
hitherto escaped from the agents of the public authority. 

HuNcanv.— The city of Pesth has just contracted à loan with the house of 
MM. Rothschild, of Vienna, to the amount of two millions of florins (5,200,000f.), 
which sum is to be exclusively expended in the creation of schools, and other 
establishments of public instruction. 

Гопкеу, Тре Porte has renewed its representations to Lord Cowley re- 
specting the conduct of the English consul at Prevesa in the affair of ‘Theodore 
Grivas, and stated that Hafiz Pacha of Janina, notwithstanding the positive in- 
structions which he had received from this court, had not ventured to assert his 
power over the consul of so friendly an ally as England, but that Grivas had 
taken advantage of this relation, and already numbered 300 or 400 follówers, and 
was only waiting for a favourable opportunity for carrying hts plans ieto execu- 
tion. Та consequence of these representations Lord Cowley has sent despatches 
to Janina and Prevesa, in order, as he'says, to put a. stop to the mischief caused 
by the English consul at that place, but, in all probability, these despatches will 
arrive at a time when Grivas will no longer stand in need of British protection, 
he having been severely wounded in a late action.

Sir Edmund replied that M. Coletti 
saw the main danger where none was in fact to be apprehended. The true and 
sole danger lay in the system adopted by the Greek government—this must be 
altered, or it would not hold on long.

reinstate the monetary system of this country in a form that 
will render it equal to the employment of all the industry and 
proper enterprise that present themselves in the manufactures of 
cotton, or the completion of all desirable railways, 

The question is now come for decision, whether there shall be 
a grinding monopoly vested in the money power; or whether, on 
the groundless assumption that a just, sound, and suflicient cur- 
rency would inflict injustice on the public creditor, those who 
have embarked in the most useful Projects that have ever been 
presented in this country—we still refer to railways—should be 
utterly ruined? This property is already most cruelly depreciated 
under the action of the restricted money market; and we have 
heard of 10, 15, and 20 per cent. per annum being demanded and 
paid for loans upon the security of the best paid up.lines, This 
state of things, and the fact that one of the large discount houses 
has been obliged to suspend payment, to the distress of an ех- 
tended circle of ‘tradesmen, will, we trust, combine to produce 
such remonstrances with the Government as will lead to an 
early order in council affording temporary relief, and that 
immediately Partiament meets, the whole question of the Currency 
will undergo revision. Whenever this takes place, it will be 
found that we have for years nationally been suffering under a 
self-inflicted torment.

THE WEEK. 

Елен commercial failures, and those of an extensive kind, have 
contributed during the week to increase the embarrassments and 
tightness of the money market, and to destroy confidence in the 
stability of the firms supposed to be more or less connected with 
the defaulters. The failure of the great house of Gower and 
Nephews, on Saturday last, was followed on Tuesday by the 
stoppage of the bill discounting firm of Sanderson and Co., and 
accompanied by similar failures in Scotland.. Some houses in 
the East India trade are said to be in a tottering condition, from 
the intimate nature of their relations with the above parties ; and 
certain American houses tremble on the verge of bankruptcy, 
arising out of the suspension of payment of other establishments 
across the Atlantic, Nothing like a panic has seized upon com- 
mercial таеп, but’a general feeling of insecurity prevails. 

Apart from the mercantile intelligence, there is nothing in the 
home news of the weck that can claim precedence over the in- 
terest attaching to foreign affairs. Italy is now the “ cynosure of 
all eyes.” . It appears that the Earl of Minto, now abroad, has 
been authorised by Ministers to visit Rome, and to take preliminary 
steps for breaking through the barrier which has hitherto pre- 
vented the establishment of political relations between England 
and the Papal states. There can be little doubt that the struggle 
for Italian liberty will ultimately require to be aided by the arms 
and the alliance of Great Britain. The sooner, therefore, the 
obstacles established in less happy times by the odium theologicum 
to àu intimate connection between the two countries, the better 
for the weaker party. 

King Otho’s government has been “saved by a cannon shot.” 
General Grigiotte had assembled an army of two or three thousand 
men, to which the Greek sovereign could only oppose seven 
hundred, when, just as hostilities were about to commence, a 
cannon shot carried off the general’s arm, and drove him апа his 
troops off the field! The general is gone to Smyrna to be 
cured, and King Otho smiles blandly on the fortunate саппопіег, 

The intelligence from the Cape of Good Hope continues un- 
favourable. The Boers of Port Natal were preparing to rise 
against the colonial government, doubtless encouraged by the 
serious aspect of affairs on the frontier. Sir Harry Smith has 
quitted England for the government of the Cape, and there is 
every hope that what the pacific proceedings of the astute Pot- 
tinger have failed to accomplish, may be sustained by the terror- 
inspiring name of the hero of Alliwal. 

Her Majesty and the Prince Consort have not yet returned 
from Ardverykie Lodge, although several rumours of their in- 
tended evacuation of the bleak wilds of Laggan have appeared in 
the papers. It is said that they will pay a visit to Inverness 
Castle, The change in the weather has probably induced a pro- 
longation of the royal visit.

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THE CURRENCY AND RAILWAYS. 


Nor satisfied with the measures taken by the ballionists in 
Lancashire to stop the mills and to persuade the operatives from 
seeking for work because, as it is alleged, the railways have ab- 
sorbed the capital, which otherwise would have been employed in 
other industrial pursuits, the “Times” has now announced a 
circular advocating a suspension of railway works, and proposing 
a meeting of delegates in London “from the boards of direction of 
the various leading companies to consider the subject." ‘This cir- 
cular has been issued doubtless under the same teaching as that 
which produced the recent Lancashire operative resolutions. 

The “ Times,” in the darksome imaginings which, on mo- 
netary affairs, invest its brain, while one and another of the old 
city houses are yielding, as must others, to the extraordinary 
pressure, has some scheme in view by which a company of mer- 
chants pursuing their objects in Threadneedle Street, shall be 
visited with the presence of a government commissioner. If this 
principle be acted upon we shall perhaps live to see the leviathan 
of the press itself publicly the subject of a government de- 
partment. 

But, after all, we begin to have some hopes of the “ Times" 
even, When we find it thus express itself, it is manifest that a glim- 
mering of light has begun to dawn upon the mass of inconsistency 
and confusion under which its conductors have so long been 
labouring. 

After piving his reasons for a self-reformation of the Dank 
direction, the writer of the “ Times ” thus concludes : —

SALE OF SHAKSPEARE’S HOUSE. 

On Thursday, at the mart, Mr. Robins proceeded to'sell by auction the pre- 
mises in Henley Street, Stratford-upon-Avon, long known as the birthplace of 
our immortal poet. A numerous audience was collected, and the deepest interest 
appeared to be taken in the eventual disposition of this national treasure. Mr. 

bins ascended the rostrum at one o'clock amidst loud cheers and a ery of 
“hats off,” which was partially obeyed. He commenced by saying that he felt 
himself highly honoured in having been intrusted with the sale of the house in 
which Shakspeare — « Nature's poet'—was born, He agreed with those who 
considered that, as the relic was a national one, the nation should become its 
purchaser, and that it should stand for ages as a monument of Shakspeare's 
greatness, purchased by the subscriptions of a nation. He then gavea graphic 
description of the house and adjacent premises. Property was attached to the 
house which yielded a yearly rental of 307. He also read the conditions, which 
were of the usual nature. The title of the property would descend to the pur- 
chaser or purchasers from the will of the immortal bard himself. 

A gentleman here handed Mr, Robins a paper, which stated that the commit- 
tee acting at Stratford and London begged to offer 3000/. out of the subscriptions 
the ke by the people, and that they were most solicitous to become possessors of

Mr. Robins said, on the part of the trustees he had to state, that they waived 
their reserved right of re-purchase. All they wished was, to protect the infants 
left to their charge. Well, if no one has any further sum to offer, it will become 
my duty to knock the house down to the highest bidder.
